It has long been know n 
that exposure to sunlight n eak en s 
a fab ric over a period of tim e.

It took some En g lish scientists 


to solve the riddle. Ex ten sive tests 
m ade in laboratories in Eng lan d 
have

ye llo w 
dyes, 


w hen exposed to sunlight and the 
m oisture w h ich is present In the 
fabric, accelerate the form ation of 
hydrogen peroxide from the o x y ­ 
gen in the a ir and the m oisture 
in the fab ric. 
Som e peroxide is 


generated by the action of su n ­ 
light on w a te r vap o r and atm os­ 
pheric oxygen throughout the fa b ­ 
ric, but so m uch m ore is generated 
in those areas dyed w ith certain 
yello w dyes, that these sections of 
the 
fab ric 
are 
w eakened 
m uch 


q u ick er

drapery.
